AN ACT to provide for the appointment of a game and tish warden 

and to prescribe his powers and duties. 

[Act No. 28, Laws of 1887, p. 27.] 

(1.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michi- 
gan enact. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to 
appoint some person, a resident of this State, game and 
fish warden. Said warden shall hold his office for four 
years, or until his successor has been appointed and 
qualified, unless removed for cause by the Governor ; 
he shall receive a salary of twelve hundred dollars per 
annum, payable monthly, and shall also be reimbursed 
his actual expenses necessarily incurred by him while 
engaged in the performance of his duties to be paid on 
the warrant of the Auditor General, monthly, on the 
\ approval of his vouchers therefor. 

(2.) Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said game and 
fish warden to enforce the statutes of this State for the 
preservation of moose, wapiti, deer, birds and fish, and 
to enforce all other laws of this State for the protection 
and propagation of birds, game and fish, now in force,

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or hereinafter enacted, and to bring or cause to be 
brought actions and proceedings in the name of the 
people of this State to punish any parties for the vio- 
lation of said statutes and laws. Such actions and pro- 
ceedings may be brought in the name of The People, 
in the like cases, in the same courts, and under the 
same circumstances as they may now or at any time 
hereafter be brought by any individual or by the pros- 
ecuting attorneys of the several counties under and by 
virtue of any laws now existing or hereafter enacted. 

(3.) Sec. 3. Said warden may make complaint and 
cause proceedings to be commenced against any person 
for the violation of any of the laws for the protection or 
propagation of game or fish without the sanction of the 
prosecuting attorney of the county in which such pro- 
ceedings are commenced, and in such case he. shall not 
be obliged to furnish security for costs. 

(4. ) Sec. 4. Said game, and fish warden shall have 
the same power to serve criminal process as sheriffs, 
and shall have the same right as sheriffs to require aid . 
in executing such process. Said warden may arrest, 
without warrant, any person caught by him in the act 
of violating any of the aforesaid laws for the protection 
or propagation of birds, game or fish, and take such 
person forthwith before a justice of the peace, or other 
magistrate having jurisdiction, who shall proceed with- 
out delay to hear, try and determine* the matter, and the 
same proceedings shall be had as near as may be, as in 
other criminal matters triable before a justice of the 
peace, or other -magistrate having jurisdiction. Such 
arrests may be made on Sunday, in which case the per- 
son arrested shall be taken before a justice of the peace, 
or other magistrate having jurisdiction, and proceeded 
against as soon as may be, on a week day following the 
arrest. 

(5.) Sec. 5. Said warden shall, in the month of 
December in each year, file in the office of the Auditor 
General an account in writing, stating the days and 
parts of days spent in the discharge of his duty, the 
kind of service rendered and the places where rendered 
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and the expenses paid or incurred in the time of the 
discharge of such duties, which account shall be verified 
by the oath of said warden stating that the same is cor- 
rect and true in every particular.. 

(6.) Sec. 6. Said warden shall, at the close of 
each calendar month, file with the Secretary of State a 
report in writing, and in detail, stating the service per- 
formed by him during the last preceding month, includ- 
ing an account of the suits commenced at his instance, 
as herein provided for, the disposition made of the 
same, the result of any brought to trial, and the con- 
dition of any undisposed of, and any other particulars 
he may think proper, and no payment for services per- 
formed or expenses paid by said warden shall be made 
until he shall, present to the Auditor General, in 
addition to the usual oath of performance and payment, 
a certificate from the said secretary that he has made 
the report required by this act. The Secretary of State 
shall cause the monthly reports of said warden, or so 
much thereof as may be of interest to the public, to be 
transmitted annually to the Legislature when in session. 

(7.) Sec. 7. The said game and fish warden shall 
have power to appoint a deputy or deputies, not ex- 
ceeding three, in each county, who shall be residents 
thereof ; said deputies shall have the same powers in 
their respective counties as herein provided for the 
warden himself^ subject tc^ the supervision and control 
of the warden. Said deputy warden or wardens shall 
receive such compensation as the board of supervisors 
of the counties in which such deputy warden or war- 
dens resides may allow and provide for, except in the 
county of Wayne, where such compensation shall be 
fixed by the board of county auditors. 

This act is ordered to take immediate effect.

AN ACT to protect fish and to regulate fishing in the waters of this 
State, by providing close seasons for certain kinds offish, by prohib- 
iting the catching of fish in certain specified ways, by prohibiting 
the catching of fish of certain sizes and in certain waters and for 
certain purposes, bjr prohibiting the obstruclion of the free passage 
of fish, and by prohibiting the sale of certain kinds of fish ; to pro- 
tect persons engaged iu fish culture/and to repeal inconsistent acts. 

(8.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michi- 
gan enact, That no person shall catch, or take from any 
lake, river or stream of this State, by any means what- 
ever, any speckled trout, land-locked salmon, grayling

or California trout, from the first day of September in 
each year, until the first day of May following there- 
after ; nor shall any person catch or take any muskal- 
longe, or any black, strawberiry, green or white bass, 
•by any means whatever, except by hook and line, from 
any such lake, river or stream, from the first day of 
March in each year to the first of July following there- 
after.^ It shall be lawful for the state board of fish 
. commissioners to give permits in writing to any person 
to catch or take any such fish at such time and in such 
manner as they shall direct, for the purposes of prop- 
agation ; but in case of any prosecutions for a " violation 
of any of the provisions of this section, such permission 
must be shown affirmatively by the defendant. 3

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(9.) Sec. 2. No person shall knowingly purchase, 
buy or sell, or attempt to purchase, buy or sell, any of 
the kinds of fish named in the foregoing section, during 
the respective prohibited periods above named. 

(10.) Sec. 3. It shall not be lawful hereafter at 
any time to kill or destroy, or attempt to kill or des- 
troy any fish in any of the waters of the State of Mich- 
igan by the use or aid of dynamite, herculean or giant 
powder, or any other explosive substance or combina- 
tion of substances, or by the use of Indian cockle, or 
other substance or device which has a tendency to stu- 
pefy the fish. 

(11.) Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to take, catch or kill, or attempt to take 
catch or kill any fish by the use of any kind of spear 
during the months of March, April,. May and June of 
each year in any of the waters of this state, except 
Lakes Michigan,. Superior, Huron, St. Clair and Erie, 
and in Saginaw Bay : Provided, however, That the 
spearing or catching by dip net, of mullet, grass pike, 
red-sides and suckers shall not be unlawful. 

(12.) Sec 5. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to take or catch, or attempt to take or catch 
any fish at any time with seines, pound nets, gill nets, 
or any species of nets in any of the waters of this state, 
except Lakes Michigan, Superibr, Huron and Erie, and 
the bays and harbors^ connected with the said lakes, 
Saginaw Bay and the Sault St. Marie, St. Clair, Sagi- 
naw and Detroit rivers.* It shall be unlawful for. 
any person to take, catch or kill any fish, in any manner 
whatever, except by hook and line in the St. Clair river 
below the village of Algonac in St. Clair county, or in 
any of the channels through which the said river 
empties into Lake St. Clair, or in any of the bays, 
channels or other waters known as the St. Clair Flats, 
and that part of Lake St. Clair lying north, north-east, 

[i. Grand River, at a point three miles up stream from the mouth, is not a "harbor" 
in the sense in which that word is used in this statute. The word is used in its ordi- 
nary sense which is '*an indentation in the coast of a lake, sea or ocean, extending into 
the country in such a manner as to form an inlet or bay, and sufficiently narrow be- 
tween the headlands as to afford protection to vessels against the wind and storm upon 
the waters." People vs. Kirsch, T Mich. » 35 N. W. Rep., 157.] 

[2. A law forbidding the catching of fish bv j^eines, nets or traps in the waters of 
the state, interferes with no constitutional rights. State vs. Blount, 85 Mo. 543, (1S86.)]

Provided, however, That the use of dip nets in catching 
mullet, red-sides and suckers shall not be unlawful. 

(13.) Sec. 6. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to take, catch or kill, at any time, any 
speckled or brook trout, German trout, California trout, 
land-locked salmon, or grayling, or any black, straw- 
berry, green or white bass, in any manner whatever, 
except by hook and line, in any waters of this state, 
excepting Lakes Superior, Michigan, Huron and Erie, 
and the bays and harbors connected with said lakes, 
and Saginaw Bay. 

(14.) Sec. 7. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to kill or capture, in any manner whatever, 
in any of the waters of this state, or to have in posses- 
sion, any brook trout, speckled trout, . California trout, 
land-locked salmon or grayling, of a less size than six 
inches in length. 

(15.) Sec. 8. Hereafter it shall not be lawful for 
any person or persons to take or catch, by any means 
whatsoever, any brook trout, grayling or California 
trout, froip any stream in which brook trout, grayling 
or California trout are not native, and which' may have 
been stocked with such fish by the state board of fish 
commissioners, for the period of three years after the 
first planting of any such fish therein. 

(16.) Sec. 9. It shall not be lawful at any time 
hereafter for any person or persons to catch or capture, 
by any means whatever, for the purpose of sale, or to 
ship for the purpose of sale, any brook trout or grayling 
from any of the inland waters of this state. 

(17.) Sec. 10. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to kill or take speckled trout or other fish 
from any private waters used for the propagation of 
such fish, except by the consent of the proprietor of 
such private waters. It shall be the duty of the pro- 
prietors of any such private waters, who are engaged in 
the propagation of fish as contemplated by this section. 
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to post, or cause to be posted, in a conspicuous man- 
ner, public notices, painted on boards in large and plain 
letters, that the owner, naming him, is engaged in such 
business, and warning all persons from killing or taking 
any fish in the waters named in such notices. 

(18.) Sec. 11. It shall be unlawful, at any time 
hereafter, to take, catch or kill or destroy, or attempt 
to take, catch or kill or destroy, any minnows or small 
fry fish in any of the waters of this state, for other pur- 
poses than for fish bait. 

(19.) Sec. 12. It shall not be lawful hereafter for 
any person to fish with any species of seines or nets 
within a radius of one hundred feet of or from any fish 
shute or ladder, dam to which a fish shute or ladder is 
attached, nor to hinder or frighten fish from a free pass- 
age up or down a fish shute or ladder. 

(20.) Sec. 13. It shall not be lawful for any person 
or persons to place a weir dam, fish-weir, weir net or 
other device across any race, stream, lake or river of 
this state, in such a manner as to obstruct the free 
passage of fish up and down the same ; and any person 
violating this section shall, in addition to the penalty 
provided for in section fourteen of this act, be liable to 
the payment of two dollars per day for every day that 
he shall continue such violation after having been duly 
notified by an elector of the township wherein such fish- 
weir or weir-net may be, feeling himself aggrieved 
thereby, to remove the same ; said penalty or penalties 
to be recovered before any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion in the township or county where such offence shall 
have been committed; and in default of payment there- 
of, shall be confined in the county jail until such fine 
and costs shall be paid; but such confinement shall not 
exceed thirty days. ' 

(21.) Sec. 14. Any person who shall be found 
guilty of a violation of any provision contained in the 
foregoing act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by a fine of not less than five dol-

lars and not more than one hundred dollars, and the 
costs of prosecution, and in default of payment thereof 
shall be confinied in the county jaij until such fine and 
costs shall be paid ; but such confinement shall not ex- 
ceed thirty days. 

(22.) Sec. 15. All acts and parts of acts inconsist- 
ent with any of the provisions contained in the foregoing 
act, except special acts applying to inland lakes in cer- 
tain counties in this state, are hereby repealed. 

This act is ordered to take immediate effect.

One may own all the land surround- 
ing a body of water, jet if it be a natural body of water and have an outlet communi 
eating with public waters and allowing the passage of fish, the owner is liable for 
taking fish tnerefrora, out of the season prescribed by statute. State v?. Roberts, 59 
N H., 256, S. C, 47 Am. Rep., 199.] 



AN ACT to make possession of game or fish out of season prima facie 
evidence of the violation of the laws protecting the same. 



[Act No. 68, Laws of 1887, p. 72.] 

(23.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michi- 
gan enact, That in all prosecutions for the violation of 
any of the laws for the protection and preservation of 
game and fish, proof of the possession of any such game 
or fish, or of the skin, carcass or any portion of the 
skin or carcass of such game or fish, at any time when 
the killing, taking or having in possession any of such 
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game or fish is by law prohibitedj shall be prima facie 
evidence of a violation of the law by the person or 
persons in whose possession the same shall have been 
found. ^ 

This act is ordered to take immediate effect. 

Approved April 14, 1887. 



AN ACT to protect fish and regulate fishing in the waters of this 
State by prohibiting the use of seines, pound nets, gill nets and other 
fixed or set nets with meshes below certain sizes, and regulating the 
use of such nets and to repeal inconsistent acts. 

(24.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michi- 
gan enact. That the meshes of the parts of pound or 
trap nets, commonly called the lead, the funnel and the 
heart shall not be less than five inches in extension and 
the meshes of the parts of said nets commonly called 
the pot, crib or pocket (being that part in which the 
fish are finally captured,) shall not be less than three 
and one-half inches in extension. No pound, trap or 
other fixed or set net of whatever name or description 
shall be used in any waters of this State, the meshes of 
which are less in size than permitted by this section : 
Provided, That pound nets with pots, cribs or pockets 
of not less than two and one-half inch mesh, exten- 
sion may be used for taking perch, herring and pickerel 
in the waters of this State, but this exception shall not 
be construed to permit the capture of other fish in any 
such nets ; and in any prosecution under this section 
the burden of proving that the acts of the defendant 
come within this exception is hereby cast upon the de- 
fendant : And provided further, That the provisions 
of this act shall not apply to the inland lakes and rivers 
of this State. But this exemption of the inland rivers 
shall not be construed to exempt the rivers connecting 
the great lakes. 

(25.) Sec. 2. The meshes of gill nets shall not be 
less than four and one-quarter inches in extension. No

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gill net shall be used in the waters of this State the 
mesh of which is less than provided in this section. 
The measurement of mesh referred to in this act shall 
be construed to refer to the size as manufactured : 
Provided, That gill nets of not less than two and three- 
fourths inches in extension may be used for taking 
perch, herring, black-fins and long jaws in the waters 
of this State, but this exception shall not be construed 
to permit the capture of other fish. 

(26.) Sec. 3. The meshes of seines shall not be 
less than three and one-half inches in extension. No 
seine shall be used in the waters of this State the mesh 
of which is less than is provided in this section. 

(27.) Sec. 4. . No seine shall be used in the waters 
of this State, except to be drawn upon shore or to a 
dock to which one rope of the net is fastened. The 
use of seines and every species of drag net by drifting 
or towing with boats is prohibited in all waters of this 
State. Pound nets shall be so set that the bars forming 
the meshes shall be in straight lines and running at an 
angle of forty-five degrees to the horizon. 

(28.) Sec. 5. Any person who shall be found guilty 
of a violation of any of the provisions of this act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than ten dollars and not more 
than one hundred dollars, together with costs of prose- 
cution, and in default of the payment shall be confined 
in the county jail until such fine and costs shall have 
been paid, but such confinement shall not exceed thirty 
days. This act shall not be construed so as to prevent 
the using of twine now in use. 

(29.) Sec 6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

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AN ACT to protect fish and preserve the fisheries of this State.

The People of the State 
of Michigan enact. That it shall be unlawful for all per- 
sons to put into any of the waters of this State, where 
fish are taken, any offal, blood, putrid brine, putrid fish 
or filth of any description ; and any person so offending 
shall be fined in any sum not exceeding three hundred 
dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, or 
both, at the discretion of the court. '

description whatsoever, accruing from the catching and 
curing of fish, shall be burned or buried ten rods distant 
from the beach or shore of the river or lake.

(35.) §2150. Section 2. The People of the State 
of Michigan enact, That there shall be erected arid 
maintained in each dam now existing or which may 
hereafter be constructed across any (stream or) river 
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in this State, sufficient and permanent shutes or fish 
ladders to admit of the free and uninterrupted passage 
of fish over such dam or dams during the months of 
March, April, May and June in each and every year. 
Such shutes or fish ladders shall be put in or provided 
for such dam or dams in such manner as shall be pre- 
scribed by the board of fish commissioners of this State. 

(36.) §2151. Sec. 3. Whoever obstructs the main 
channel or course of any river or creek, by placing 
therein nets or fishing apparatus of any kind whatever,

AN ACT to regulate the catching of fish in certain waters of this State. 

-[How. An. St., pp. 578-680. Act No. 188, Public Acts of 1875, p. 221. Act No. 53, 
laws of 1885.] 

(43.) §2174. Section 1. The People of the State 
of Michigan enacts That no person shall extend any 
pound, trap, stake, or set-net of any kind, or any other 
device for the purpose of taking fish in Lake Erie (with- 
in the jurisdiction of this State,) further than one mile 
in an easterly direction measured from a line running 
from Point Mouille, in township of Berlin, in Monroe 
county, in this State, to Stony Point, in said county, 
nor further than one mile out from a line running from 
Stony Point to Raisin Point, in said county, nor further 
than one mile out from a line running from Raisin Point 
to Bay Point, or North Cape, of Maumee Bay, at the 
State line between the States of Michigan and Ohio. 
Nets, or other devices for taking fish, extending from 
the shores of islands in Lake Erie within this State, 
shall not be extended further than one mile from shore 
of said islands. 

(44.) Sec 2. No person shall use any pound, trap, 
stake, gill or set-net, or like device of any kind for tak- 
ing fish in any of the waters of this State connecting 

[NOTE. — See compiler's section 12 for provision as to fishing- in St. Clair River.] 
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Lakes Huron and Erie, nor fish with any seine or 
sweep-net beneath the ice which may have formed or 
frozen upon the surface of said water, between a radius 
of two miles from the outlet of Lake Huron and >'the 
mouth of the Detroit river : Provided, It may be law- 
ful with pound-nets in tha,t portion of Lake St. Clair, 
between a line drawn across said lake easterly, two 
miles northerly of Windmill Point light-house, and a 
line drawn easterly across said lake from the mouth of 
Milk river, as laid down on the chart of Lake St. Clair 
made by the United States Engineer Corps on the sur- 
vey of the Northern and Northwestern lakes. 

(45.) §2176. Sec 3. No person shall use any net 
whatever, or device of any kind for the purpose of 
catching fish, in the waters of Lakes Erie or St. Clair, 
within this State, beyond such limits as may be desig- 
nated in this act. No person shall use any pound, 
trap, stake, fike, set-net, or device of any kind for tak- 
ing fish, in the St. Clair river within the jurisdiction of 
this State* excepting as provided for in section four of 
this act. 

(46.) §2177. Sec. 4. No sweep net exceeding one 
hundred and fifty fathoms in length shall be used in any 
waters in this State for the purpose of taking fish. No 
sweep net exceeding sixty fathoms in length shall be 
used in the waters of Detroit river or St. Clair river 
within the boundaries of this State. 

(47.) §2178. Sec! 5. No person shall attach, 

either directly .or indirectly, to any bridge across either 

• 

of said Detroit river or St. Clair river, or to any pier, 
part, or appurtenance of said bridge, any net or device 
by which the passage of fish shall be prevented or im- 
peded. No bridge company, or other company, or per- 
son having the control of such bridge, shall license or 
permit, either for hire or gratuitously, any such* net or 
device to be in any way attached thereto, or to any part 
thereof. 

(48.) §2179. Sec 6. It shall not be lawful for 
any person to catch or take white fish between the 
twentieth day of November and the first day of March 
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succeeding in each year, in any of said waters of Lake 
Erie or Detroit and St. Clair rivers ; and immediately 
after said twentieth day of November, all nets, piles, 
stakes, and all other appliances of every kind which 
have been used in the business of fishing, shall be car- 
ried or caused to be carried to the shore, or inside the 
channel bank, by the person or persons who have used 
them; and they shall also cause the ground beneath the 
waters where such fishing has been carried on to be 
cleared, so far as may be reasonable to be done, from 
all debris and material found thereon, which has re- 
sulted from said business. 

(49.) §2180. Sec. 7. Any person who shall at- 
tempt to divert the natural progress or running of 
whitefish within any of the waters mentioned in the 
different sections of this act, by shingling, or any other 
device calculated to frighten or divert such fish from 
their natural course, shall forfeit the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars, and imprisonment not exceeding sixty 
days, at the discretion of the court. Pound nets or 
seines shall not be construed to come within the provis- 
ions of this section, when used in compliance with this 
act. 

(50.) Sec 8. Any person charged with of- 
fending against the provisions of this act may be tried 
within any circuit court within whose jurisdiction the 
offense charged shall be committed, and, upon convic- 
tion such person shall be subject to a fine, not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars, for each and every offense, and to im- 
prisonment in the county jail until such fine is paid ; 
but not for a period exceeding sixty days. 

(51.) §2182. Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of said 
commissioners of State fisheries, or of the sheriffs of 
the different counties in their respective jurisdictions, to 
enforce the provisions of this act, and when, upon in- 
formation or otherwise, said commissioners or sheriffs 
shall discover any violations thereof, to institute the 
necessary proceedings to punish such violation. 

(52.) §2183. Sec 10. No part of this act shall be 
construed as a prohibition upon fishing with hooks, or 
with spears, or any instrument or device similar ir 
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principle of its operation to such hooks or spears, at any 
time and in any waters, nor upon fishing with sweep 
nets of any length not exceeding one hundred and fifty 
fathoms, in the waters where pound, stake, or trap, or 
set-nets, or set devices of any kind for taking fish, may 
be used under the provisions of this act. 

(53.) §2184, Sec 11. It shall not be lawful to 
use sweep nets within two miles of the mouths of St. 
Clair river during the months of December, January 
and February in each year, nor to use seines in the above 
named locality during the spawning season of black bass. 

(54.) Sec. 12. Nothing in this act shall be 

construed as a prohibition upon fishing with sweep nets 
not exceeding sixty fathoms in length in the St. Clair 
and Detroit rivers, except the provision as to taking 
whitefish, contained in section six of said act. 



AN ACT to prohibit the catching of fish with nets in certain waters 

in this State. 

[Act No. 257, Local Acts of 1883, p. 415.] 

(55.) Section 1 . The People of the State of Michigan 
enact. That no person shall use any pound, trap, stake, 
set or sweep net, or device of any kind for taking fish, 
in Lake St. Clair within the waters embraced in the 
territory of the counties of Macomb and St. Clair dur- 
ing the months of March and April in each year. 

(56.) Sec 2. Any person charged with offending 
against the provisions of this act may be tried before a 
justice of the peace of the county having jurisdiction of 
the waters in which the offense is charged to have been 
committed, in the same manner as other offenders are 
tried where the justice has jurisdiction, and upon con- 
viction such person shall be subject to a fine not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars for each and every offense, and to 
imprisonment in the county jail until such fine is paid, 
but not for a period exceeding ninety days. 

(57.) Sec 3. This act shall not be construed as a 
prohibition upon fishing with a hook, or with spears, or 
any instrument or device similar in principle of its op- 
eration to such hook [hooks] or spears, at any time in 
Lake St. Clair. 
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AN ACT to prevent fishing during the months of January, February, 
March and April, in the inland lakes in the counties of Alpena and 
Presque Isle. 

(58.) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enact, That it shall not be lawful for any person 
or persons to take or catch any fish during the months 
of January, February, March and April, in any of the 
inland lakes of or situate in the counties of Alpena and 
Presque Isle. 

(59.) Sec. 2. Any person or persons violating sec- 
tion one of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, shall pay a fine of not less than ten 
dollars and not exceeding one hundred dollars for each 
offense, and on failure to pay such fine shall be commit- 
ted to the county jail not less than ten nor more than 
ninety days. 

This act is ordered to take immediate effect

[NoTK : — Statutes for the protection of fish in particular waters are not forbidden by 
a constitudonal restriction upon local leg^islation. Thus, the legislature of Indiana has 
power, notwithstanding such a restriction, to pass an act limiting the time and mode of 
taking fish in specified waters. State vs. Boone, 30 Ind., 32^. General fishing law is 
not unconstitutional as to a provision making penal the use of nets at certain times in 
particular counties.

'The People of the State of Michi- 
gan enact, That it shall not be lawful to catch, kill or 
destroy fish with seines or with any species of contin- 
uous net, or with any form of spears, or with any des- 
cription of fire arms in the inland lake known as Swains' 
lake, in Jackson county, for a period of five years from 
and after the passage of, this act. 

(61.) Sec 2. It shall not be lawful for any person 
or persons, between the first day of December in each 
year and the first day of April next succeeding, to fish 
with a hook and line, or in any other manner, in the 
lake known as Swains' lake in Jackson county. 

(62.) Sec 3. Any person offending against any of 
the provisions of this act shall, upon conviction thereof 
before any court of competent jurisdiction, be liable to a 
fine of not over one hundred dollars or to imprfeonment 
in the county jail not over sixty days.

(63.) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enact, That it shall be unlawful hereafter to fish 
with seines, gill-nets, or any form of pound or trap nets 
in the channels known as the Les Cheneaux channels in 
Mackinaw county, or in the entrances thereto, except 
that portion lying east of the east line of section thirty- 
four, of town forty-two north range one east ; said line 
running north and south. Any person offending 
against any of the provisions of this act shall, on con- 
viction thereof, be liable to a fine of not more than 
twenty-five dollars or imprisonment in the county jail 
not more than ten days, or both such fine and impris- 
onment at the discretion of the court.

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AN ACT to prevent the destruction of fish hi DonnelPB lake and Dia- 
mond lake in Penn township, Mud lake in Calvin township, and 
Indian lake, Dewev lake, Cable lake, Magician lake and Crooked 
lake in Silver Creek township, all in the county of Cass ; and Crook- 
ed lake and Round lake in the township of Keeler, in VanBuren 
county ; and Brush lake in the townships of Berrien and Pipestone, 
and Long lake in Berrien township, Berrien county. 

(64.) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enacts That it shall not be lawful for any person to

the hook and line.

(82.) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
igon enacty That it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to so stretch any wire, drive any stakes, or 
place any other obstructions in the channel of the 
north fork of Bad river, in the counties of Gratiot and 
Saginaw, or in any of the branches of said streams, as 
to prevent the free passage of fish up or down the chan- 
nel of said stream and its branches. 

(83.) Sec. 2. Any person or persons who shall 
willfully so stretch any wire, drive any stakes, or so 
place any obstructions in any of the streams mentioned 
in section one of this act as to prevent the free passage 
of fish up or down said streams, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, or imprisonment 
in the county jail not more than twenty days, or both, 
at the discretion of the court.

The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enacty That it shall not be lawful hereafter to take 
or catch any fish in the lake known as Reed's lake, or 
the lake known as Fisk's lake, in the township of Grand 
Rapids, in the county of Kent, with the spear, or by 
shooting them with any firearms. 

(88.) Sec. 2. It shall not be lawful to fish in said 
lakes, or either of them, in any manner, or to take or 
remove any fish therefrom in any manner, at any time 
during the months of November, December, January, 
February, March and April in any year. 

Any person offending against the pro- 
visions of this act shall, on conviction thereof, be liable 
to a fine of not more than five dollars.

(92.) ' Section 1. The People of the State of 

Michigan enacts That it shall be the duty of the Gover- 
nor, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
to appoint three persons, residents of this State, who 
shall constitute a board of Fish Commissioners. The 
persons so appointed shall hold office each for the term 
of six years, the terms of office of the several persons 
now composing said board to continue for the time for 
which they were appointed, or until their respective 
successors are appointed, confirmed and qualified. The 
Board of Fish Commissioners, as at present organized 
and constituted by law, and their successors in office 
appointed hereunder, or under any act of the Legisla-

punished by fine not less than ten dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars : Provided, That no such penalty 
shall apply to the transportation of live quail which are 
to be bept alive throughout the winter, or to the trans- 
portation of such birds or animals in transit through the 
State from other states where it is lawful to kill such 
birds or animals at the time of such transportation. 

(120.) Section 21. No person or persons shall use 
any gun or guns, or firearms ta maim, kill or destroy 
any wild pigeon or pigeons, at or within five miles of 
the place or places where they are gathered in bodies 
for the purpose of brooding their young, known as 
pigeon-nestings ; and no person or persons shall use 
any gun or guns, or firearms, to maim, kill or destroy, 
any .wild pigeon or pigeons within their roostings, any- 
where within the limits of this State ; and no person or 
persons shall, with trap, snare or net, or in any other

(126.) §2211. Section 1. The People of the State 
of Michigan enact. That no person or corporation or 
company shall, at any time, kill, or expose for sale, 
transport, or have in his possession, any deer, ruffed 
grouse, colin or quail, pinnated grouse, nor wild tur- 
key, or any part of the carcass of the same, after the 
same has been killed, for any purpose except for con- 
sumption as food, within this State. 

(127.) §2212. Sec 2. No person, corporation, or 
company shall kill, or expose for sale, or have in pos- 
session, except alive, at any time, any deer, ruffed 
grouse, colin or quail, pinnated grouse, nor wild turkey 
or any part of the carcass of the same, with the inten- 
tion of sending or transporting, or having the same 
sent or transported, beyond the limits of this State. 

[NOTE. — The ownership of wild animals, wild fowl and birds is in the people of the 
State in trusts for all its citizens, and no one has a property rig^htin them to be affected.

The People of the State 
of Michigan enact. That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to hunt for game with fire-arms, dogs, 
or otherwise on any inclosed lands or premises of an- 
other in any county in this State without the consent 
of the owner or lessee of such lands or premises. 

(132.) §2222. Sec 2. Any person or persons vio- 
lating the provisions of the foregoing section of this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof, shall pay a fine not less than five nor 
more than twenty dollars, in the discretion of the court, 
and costs of prosecution. And in case the fine imposed 
and costs of prosecution shall not be paid, the defendant 
shall be confined in the county jail of the county not 
less than five nor more than thirty days: Provided, how- 
ever. That no complaint shall be made or entertained

Any .person or persons violating the 
provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof, shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the county jail not more than nine- 
ty days or by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars, 
or both such imprisonment and fine in the discretion of 
the court. 

Sec 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.
